and forest trees on the farm have 
ripened the season’s growth of 
wood early and are going into the 
winter in splendid condition. Mr. 
Hutton will again distribute young 
trees to farmers next spring, send- 
ing ont Osragana, Manitoba Ma- 
ples, Elm and Ash, the first two jo 
lots of 100 to each applicant— 50 
each of two kinds or 100 of one 
kind. 

A greatly inoreased area has 
been sown to winter wheat iu the 
Lacombe district this season, and 
is lookiug in good conditioa to 
stand the winter. On the experi- 
mental farm twa varieties of Tur- 
key Red are grown, the ordinary 
Turkey Red and a’strain of select 
ed Purkey Red called Kharkof, 
which as a role gives a heavier 
yield than the common Alberta 
Red. During the past season 
there was distributed to a large 
nuuber of farmers 5 pound sam 
ples of Kbarkof, which they sowed 
aud reports reeeived so far to the 
effect that it is lookiuy well 

Altbough up to the present time 
uo extensive results have been se 
cured ae to the best time to sow 
winter wheat. Mr. Hutton recow- 
mends seeding during ‘the first 
balf of August. Daring tbe past 
season DO wheat town after August 
17 was harvested, that sown at a 
later date baving been s0 badly 
damaged during the winter and 
spring that it was plowed up aed 
re seeded to other grain. This, 
however, might not beppen in a 
favorable winter and spring. This
